from among the numerous piles of dry timber 
into the immense mill, and the wind increasin 
in violence to a living hurricane, fed the ma 
dened flames, which were spreading every mo- 
ment like wildfire, licking the eaves of the roof 
of the mill, enveloping it entirely, and also con- 
suming the large lumber wharf. In twent 
minutes the building and the immense whart, 
with their combustible contents, were a crum- 
bling, heated mass of ruins. 

Onward s the flames, millions of sparks 
flying in all directions, and falling in their down- 
ward course upon the dry roofs of the houses 
and stores for a distance of more than a mile. 
The fine dwelling of Engineer Flanders, which 
stood opposite the mill, was soon on fire in 
several places, and in less than twenty min- 
utes thercafter was burned to the ground with 
nearly all its contents, the family harely cocaping 
witli their lives. The flames spread rapidly from 
house to house, and the entire length of Riche- 
lieu street, upon both sides, was in flames at the 
same moment. Upon the streets were whole 
families fleeing for their lives, and other people 
who resided out of reach of the devouring ele- 
ment were assisting to save what could be got- 
ten away before the flames overtook them. The 
streets were full of women and children scantily 
dressed, r like maniacs for places of safe 
shelter. The pitiful cries of these people filled 
the air, and the scene was distressing to behold. 
In the arms of strong men were scanty bundles 
of clothing, with which they had been able to 
rush forth from their burning homes. Mothers, 
daughters, and sons were striving to save their 
effects as well as the lives of the children, which 
were ip great danger. 

Seven hotels, nine ‘churches, the Custom- 
House, Post-Oilice, United States Consulate, 
two banks, docks, vessels in the river, a portion 
ofa bridge over the Richelieu River, the St. 
Johns woolen mills (emplo ng otxty hands), 
stone china warerooms ab stores and 
houses, comprising the entire business portion 
of the town, were in flames at one time, and to- 
hight seven-eighths of St. Johns lies smouldering 
in ashes. The Herald reporter, by a circuitous 
route. reached the extreme end of the town 
where at 1 o’clock the flames were extinguish 
for the want of material to feed upon. The 
sight was a horrifying one, the smoke rolling in- 
to the clear blue seavens in black volumes. 
Upon the vacant flelds could be seen groups of 
heart-broken and homeless people kecping 
strict watch over what little they had been able 
to save. 

The loss of life was at first r large, 
but it has been ascertained that only three are 
missing and two known to be so severely burned 
that they will probably die. One is a raving 
maniac. A French woman, who was endeavor- 
ing to save her valuables from her bedroom 
was unable to make her escape aud was burned 
to death. 

A visit at 5 o’clock this afternoon along the 
back streets and into the burned district showed 
the result to be the entire destruction of the 
business portion of the 7 The houses upon 
Richelleu, Champlain, and Front streets are eu- 
tirely consumed, with all their contents; nota 
store of an lon is left standing in the 
town, and the people who are homeless could be 
seen socking temporary shelter end assistance. 

At St. Johns there are situated large Govern- 
ment barracks, and the Governor General of the 
Dominion has authorized Mr. Marchand, mem- 
ber of Parliament, to take immealate possca- 
sion of them and place the homeless population 
in them. To-night over 300 families will be 
_quartered therein, There is no fodd of any de- 
scription in St. Johns adequate to meet the im- 
mediate wants of the unfortunates. Montreal 
or St. Albans will N be called on to fur- 
nish supplies for the present. The loss is csti- 
ted at over $1,000,000. Most of the insur- 
lish companies, aithough the 
ord companies are reported 
Josers.

HIS UNDERSTANDING OF THE MATTER.

themselves. But we have considered, through- 
out these cases, that there is a measure of un- 
fairness in thus compelling parties to come into 
court against their will, and disclose information 
which might come up against themselves; and 
therefore we have forebore exercising this pow- 
er, thinking it would be rather harsh to do 80. 
In the case of those four persons 
named there was an express un- 
derstanding with each of them. 
We were informed that they had original and 
material facts bearing upon the cases in which 
they were called as witnesses. They came be- 
fore us voluntarily, and disclosed their knowl- 
edge, and tie substance of what their testimony 
would be. They were then told that Govern- 
ment counsel could not undertake to promise 
them immunity, but that, if they were willing 
to go before the Court and disclose their know!- 
edge of the facts about which they would be in- 
te that we would recommend to the 
Court in their cases that that fact should be 
taken into consideration, and that due allow- 
ance should be made by your Honor when you 
came to consider their sentence. We are satis- 
fied that they told the truth, and have 
no reason to believe they acted otherwise 
than in good faith, and while we say they are 
not entitled to immunity, and must receive the 
sentence of the Court, yet we hope the Court 
will take into consideration the facts which I 
have stated.

EDUCATION IN THE SOUTH. 

A writer in the Atlantic Monthly has made 
an extremely interesting compilation from the 
educational reports of last year, showing the 
condition of each of the Southern States as 
to ita schools and general educational facili- 
ties, A brief glance at this summary will be 
at once interesting and significant, Virginia 
shows a gain in almost every particular, and 


‘geome to be prosecuting the education of her 


children with considerable vigor, The num- 
ber of teachers has increased 200 within a 
year, and the attendance on the public 
sohools has largely inereased, ‘There are #00 
academics in th Miata, fitting young men 
for eallege, and there are two exeallent col. 
oved normal sehools, In West Virginia the 
resulla are alao very aablefying, and the Mtiate 
hae established @ 8 wohoal with five 
branched, Maryland has heen very datt ve in 
all her edneational departments, The pub- 
lio-nahoolayetom Waa hol Inaugurated in Halt. 
more watll ee, and now the aity haw Lue 
schools and 10,000 pupile, Meeondary eduaa- 
Han throughout the Miate, however, ia report 
ad to be du a declining condition, Washington 
hae a dalored high seheel, # Hermal salen, 
and weventyeaight private wehnala, three af 
whinhare Kindergartens, ‘I'he publie ahne 
are generally overcrowded and poarly vent. 

e the prepertion af ealoped pupilete 
larger than in Any other city in the eonntey, 
in Kentueky, 14) few dehoelhouses have 
been built in the pant year, and the Biate 
aud county teachers’ aaseeiations are thor 
vighly organised, In Tennenes, ih 187%, 
Hot onecifth of the population of the Biate 
had ay means of eduvation; how over one 
half of the children are enrolled and over 
one-quarter are in daily attendances, There 
are thirty-three ‘colleges, academies, and 
seminaries” in the State, In Arkansas, the 
whole froe-school system is paralyzed, Ao. 
cording to (he last report, the Superintend. 
ent could not even provide shelving for the 
preservation of the reporte of other States, 
and the sohool-teachers were paidin State 
sorip which had depreciated to Ad cents on 
the dollar, In Minsissippi the same style of 
payment exinta, the teachers boing paid iu 
warrants that are worth from nothing up to 
50 cents on the dollar, Many of the 
schools are closed, and those that are open ro- 
main open but a few months in the year, 
Nothing is done for the education of woman, 
and one-half of the children of the State do 
not go to school at all, In Louisiana, only 
one-fifth of the children were even enrolled 
in 1873, There are no school-buildings 
worthy of the name in the State, with the 
exception of a few in the City of New Or. 
loans, and it is stated that “the best of the 
New Orleans school-houses would not be 
tolerated in any large town at the North 
longer than to give time to erect others.” 
In Texas, education is struggling with all 
kinds of difficulties: ‘‘ School-houses are rent- 
ed instead of being owned by the State, thus 
adding one-fourth to the school expenses ; 
the 1 per cent tax peculated and misapplied ; 
free schools and private schools blended to- 
gether ; a multiplicity of school districts ; no 
provision for the school organization of 
cities and towns as such, these be- 
ing under the control of county officers.” 
In Alabama, the diversion of the school 
moneys to defray the general expenses of 
the State has caused an almost entire paral- 
ysis of primary education. In the report for 
1874, the retiring Superintendent says that 
during the past school year the difficulties 
above referred to have neither been removed 
nor lessened.” The University of Alabama 
has been kept in operation by the State, but 
the common schools have been suffered to go 
down. Florida looks very hopeful, Half a 
decade ago there were no schools, outside a 
few of the larger towns and cities. Now 
there are over G00 seattered through the 
Mtate, and, out of e total population of 
900,000, there are 0,000 n attending 
school, Georgia's educational Facilities are 
very satiefactory, and promising of impor 
tant results in the future, In Mouth 
Carolina, Bot a cent of the appropriation 
of 1870 reached the schools, and in 76 
there wae also d large deflieleney, Aw 0 
sample of the in whieh the sehoel funda 
are adininiotered in that Mate, the following 
Taten ta given: “In 178 Grenville 
County recsived but G00 of the 610,040 of 
abel funds which came inte the hands of

The two races are at 
variance with each other, Murders and as- 
sassinations are everyday affairs, in Vir. 
ginia, Maryland, West Virginia, North Caro’ 
lina, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, and Ten- 
newee, education is fostered according to 
their opportunities, and they are peaceful 
aud prosperous. 
— 
THE WEST AND EAST IN POLITICS. 

The most unfair’expression on the result 
of the Cincinnati Convention comes from 
the New York //eraid, which, prompted by 
ite sensational habit and with its chrono dis- 
regard of truth, professes to see a sectional 
significance in the nomination of Mr. Harzs; 
and, in an apparent effort to set the West 
and the East by the ears for the purpose of 
weakening the Republican ticket, it makes 
the following distortion of facts : 

The East has not hada President since 1860, and 
it is not likely that the East is to have one now. 
The Western Republicans, at least, had no serious 
thought of conceding the Cincinnati nomination to 
Mr. Brain or any of the Eastern candidates. It 
remains to be seen whether the Western Democrats 
will be more forgetful of their section; but whether 
they are or not the fact remains that the West is 
determined to rule this nation. Western ideas and 
Western interests are to be paramount in our 
politics. There may de an alliance with the South 
if the South will do the bidding of the West, but, 
in any event, or under any conditions, the West is 
determined torule. It has the power and means 
to exercise it: We saw this in the election and re- 
election of both Lincotw and Grant. We saw it in 
the fact that Co_rax and Indiana were given a 
place on the ticket with Grant and Illinois. We 
see it in the nomination of Hares over the worth 
of Conxiine and the enthusiasm for Brains. We 
shall see it in the future as we have seen it in the 
past. The President is not to come from the East 
for many years if the West can help it; and the 
West means to help it. While we are busy with 
commerce and manufactures, with the develop- 
ment of coal and iron, and heedleas of partisan, 
and especially sectional, politics, the West is 
making politics business, and combining to have 
ite own way in everything. Apparently there is 
no help for it, and we shall be compelled to let 
matters go as they are going, at least until we 
acquire Western tactics and learn to combine 
against Western combinations, Now we are out: 
maneuvered and outvoted, and at almost any time 
the majority of votes le likely to be against us, 

Of course the spirit of all this ia wrong, 
and, while entirely misrepresenting the West- 
ern feeling, we do not believe it embodies 
any Kastern sentiment of eonsequence, As 
4% the facta, there was nothing in the pro- 
ceedings of the Convention to warrant an 
inference of sectional feeling between the 
Mast and the Went, and the ballots show just 
the reverse of the //eraid's assertion that

POSTAGE ON NEWSPAPERS. 

The present rates of postage on prepaid 
matter—newspapers, magazines, and period- 
loale—is 2 cents per pound when issued 
weokly or oftener, and 3 cents por pound 
when issued at longer intervals. Mr. eng- 
tor Suzaman proposed on Friday last in the 
Henate to increase these rates to 4 and 5 
conte respectively, He stated that there was 
a large deficiency in the receipts from news- 
paper postages, aa compared with the cost 
of transportation. He states the amount 
collected from newspapers for postage at 
$1,000,000 annually, and the purpose of his 
amendment is, he said, to compel the 
newspaper publishers to pay for the trans- 
portation of their papers.

Wasnineton, D. C., June 20.—The House, by 
a vote of 141 yeas to 56 nays, passed the Equal- 
ization-of-Bounty bill. The bill provides that 
the sum of 88. g shall be paid to every non- 
commissioned officer, musician, private soldier 
or sailor, or marine, including those upon the 
rolls as ludians, for cach month of service be- 
tween April 12, 1861, and May 9, 1865, and ap- 
plies alike to regulars and volunteers. In case 
of the death of the soldier, etc., the 
bounty is to go to the widow or 
heir, In computing and ascertaining the 
bounty there shall be deducted any and all 
bounties already paid by the United States, or 
Persons who served as substitutes, 
captured prisoncrs of war at the time of enlist- 
ment, and persons who were discharged on 
their own applications, exeept for disability, are 
excluded, unless the latter were discharged with 
a view of re-culistment, or for purposes of pro- 
motion. Every application for bounty must 
state specifically whether the applicant has re- 
ceived any other bounty. Attorneys or agents 
are 
ALLOWED ONLY TEN DOLLARS 
for prosecuting any claim, and a violation of 
clause is made punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment. Provision is made for secondary 
proof in all cases where the discl of the ap- 
plicant has been lost. All applications under 
this act must be made within five years after its

The exports of lard from New Tork are given in 
net weight; all statements to the contrary notwith- 
standing. This isthe substance ofa reply toa letter 
addressed by a party in the trade in this city to 
headquarters in New York. 

A vessel was loaded a day or two since with 66, - 
000 bu corn in this city, and could not contain 
more, though the agent had stated that she would 
require over 70,000 bu to all her. A similar dif- 
ference has been met with in loading other vessels, 
when the estimate was based upon the magnitude 
of last year's cargoes. In 1875 the corn weighed 
56 De and upwards to the measured bushel; now 
it does not average more than 50@51 Be. This 
falling off to the extent of nearly 10 per cent in 
weight, as compared with Bulk, materially reduces 
the available quantity of the corn now being for- 
warded, and will make the crop appear small by 
comparison. It is equal to an actual falling off of 
not far from 100, 000, 000 bu. 

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday andirregular. The advices from 
other points were not very encouraging to holders, 
but the weather was gloomy, with a sprinkling of 
rain, and the receipts of grain were smaller, which 
facts tended to sustain prices in the face of a rather 
light shipping demand. The weather of the future 
was a subject of general solicitude, most operators 
feeling that prices must depend to a large extent 
upon that, till after the time of harvest. Much more 
storming now must mean poor crops in this region, 
though the South is comparatively free from 
danger. They are now harvesting wheat in Kansas 
and the southern parts of Illinois and Indiana, 
while a St. Louis miller who was on the floor yester- 
day stated that he has been grinding new wheat of 
avery fine q@ality, grown in Texas, for two weeks 
past. Here is another element that may not be 
disregarded. The South has planted grain for this 
year's crop toa very large extent, and will be less 
of a customer to the Northwest for breadstuffs than 
heretofore, while some sections which formerly 
were our customers are now competing with us in 
supplying the outside world. 

There was a fair movement in staple and season- 
able dry goods at fully former prices, the prevalent 
feeling being firm. Groceries were ordered with 
some freedom, and were held at previous figures. 
Sugars were firm, and coffees, rice, spices, and 
most other lines, were also held at full prices. No 
marked change was apparent in the dried fruit and 
canned goods markets. Fish were in good request, 
and both lake and saltwater kinds were unquali- 
fiediy firm. Prices of bagging, leather, coal, and 
wood remain as previously quoted. There was a 
free movement in oile at firm rates. Extra lard 
oll advanced 3c, or to 93c, with which exception 
Monday's quotations were unchanged. Paints were 
in moderate request at unchanged prices. 

Lumber was in good demand. and steady at both 
yards aud docks. The offerings of cargoes were 
emall, and of some grades inadequate, and sales of 
such were made to arrive. Metals, nalls,and hard- 
ware were in moderate demand and steady, nails 
now being quoted at $3.05 rates in this market. 
Wool was selling in small lots to interior manufac- 
turers at unaltered prices. Hay, seeds, and broom- 
corn were quiet. Hides continue in good demand, 
and firm, occasional sales being reported on the 
street above quotations. Poultry was in moderate 
request, and steady. Green fruits were abundant, 
and lower, strawberries, the leading variety, being 
in heavy supply and rather slow at the decline, 
the rain having interrupted the early trade. 

Lake freights were quiet, and rather dull at un- 
changed rates, at 24c for wheat and 2K e for corn 
to Buffalo, both by sail. Rail freighte were quiet 
and unchanged, agents asking 20c to New York, 
18c to Philadelphia, 17%c to Baltimore, and 25c to 
Boston, per 100 Bs. Through rates by lake and 
rail were quoted at 10@10%¢c for corn and 10%@ 
lic for wheat to New York, and 12@12\c on corn 
to New England points. Freight engagements 
were reported for 150,000 ba corn and 20,000 ou 
oats.

1OWA SUPREME COURT DECISIONS.

Dzs Moines, Ia, June 19.—A team ran away 
in the streets of Algona, and against a wood- 
pile. The driver was thrown out, and suffered 
injuries resulting in the amputation of a leg. 
He brought action against the town, and recov- 
ered a judgment for $11,000, which was reduced 
by the Court to $5,000. The town appealed, 
and the Supreme Court affirmed the judgment. 
Cities and towns must keep their streets clear 
of obstructions. 

Where a dozen persons sell a drink of whisky 
to a person, from the effect of which he becomes 
intoxicated and beats another, or destroys his 
property, they are wrong-doers jointly, and 
each is liable for the injury done by all. They 
may all be sued together, or one or any num- 
ber of them separately. 

Code, Sec. 812, Chap. 68, Laws Fifteenth Gen- 
eral Assembly, providing for listing and assess- 
ment of ‘* moneys and credits of private bank- 
ers,” only includes such moneys and credits 
as may be in the possession, or under the con- 
trol of the owner, and does not include such as 
he may be holding as the mere custodian of 
others”; or, in other words, does not include 
deposits.

and that the debt of a wife cannot be recove 
out of a holley of insurance on the life of a hus- 
band. e Court holds that the property of 
both husband and wife is le for family-ex- 
penses; that Sec. 1,188 of the Code provides ex- 
emption only as to debts of the party insured, 
not of the one recefying the moucy as the bus- 
band or wife of the one upon whose life the 
policy issued. The proceeds of endowment- 
polici also „ from the debts of th 
pert ed; but, if the money should reach 
he de of his representatives, they become 
subject to their debts. The decision subjecting 
the money in the hands of the garnishee to the 
plaintiff's ju ent was affirmed. ; 
Where a thres ‘machine was sold with 
warranty that it was todo good work, or, if it 
failed, it would be made to do so, and, after 
several trials and repairs the machine was re- 
turned, and action brought for damages by the 
urchasers, caused by loss of time, expenses of 
ands, and loss of crop by the delay, the Court 
held t the contract contemplated that de- 
fendant was to make the machine good as war- 
ranted; hence no damages could be allowed for 
delay. It was ordered that the purchaser be 
allowed the difference between the machine as 
it was, and what it would have beenif it had 
been as warranted. 

Where a party was convicted of larceny of 
greenbacks, the defense set up that greenbacks

DISEASES FROM SOAP. 


A New Theory as to thé Origin of Diphthe- 
ria and Typhoid Fever—What Some Fancy 
Cleansing Materials Are Made ot. 

Philadelphia Sun. 

Soap is so universally used at the present day 
that it seems almost impossible to do without it. 

It may appear surprising to learn that soap is 


not an unmixed good, and that some of the | 


worst diseases have originated in, or at least 
been carried about by, the too frequent use of 
some «kinas of the article. Manufacturers care 
but little what ingredients they employ so long 
as the article they bring forth has the proper 
amount of perfume or the requisite capability 
of producing suds with little rubbing. In this 
manner a vast amount of diseased animal] mat- 
ter, taken from beasts which have died of pu- 
trescent maladies, is employed. 

Soap-fat is well known in the manufacture of 
— and, owing to its condition and the im- 
periect way in which it is refined, it sometimes 
contains most deadly poisons, which, by friction 
upon the skin, are introduced into the pores, 
gradually soak into the blood, and develop into 
some local affection for which no cause can be 
assigned. Typhoid fever has been often pro- 
duced in this manner, it is ascertained tive- 
ly, but the most common form in whieh this 
soap-poison has made itself felt is in the pro- 
duction of diphtheria. It has hitherto been an 
inexplicable fact that while doctors have 
been i great cleanliness to avoid this 
disease, it y where this has been 
most shown that the disgase has made most 
ravages. The Board 7 of Health have 
been constant in its efforts to prevent diphtheria 
by urging cleanliness, with a result that is al- 
ready known by the constant increase of death. 
It has come within the observation of some pby- 
sicians that washerwomen are subject to this 
disease. It was, of course, supposed that the 
reason was, ha their bands and arms con- 
stantly in water, they have caught cold, which, 
having settled in their throats, turned into diph- 
theria. By the new theory, this prevalence of the 
disease in this certain class of persons has been 
caused by the constant absorption by the pores 
of the nous matters contained in the soap 
of which they make so much use. This manner 
of ations will, account for many facts 
which have heretofore remained obscure in the 
spread of the disease. 

In an interview on Thursday with a well- 
known physician of Philadelphia, he told a re- 
porter of the Sun he had his attention called to 
the matter a few weeks ago by hearing some 


physicians speaking of it after a meeting of thee 


college physicians and surgeons in New York. 
He felt inclined to ridicule the matter at first as 
preposter but was induced to give it some 
attention. e has since become convinced that 
the matter is a much more important one than 
at first appears, and that it opens a vast field of 
new inquiry, not only as regards soap, but the 
absorption by the pores as a general cause of 
disease. He is confident, however, that the 
indiscriminate use of soap is one of the main 
causes of some diseases, the origin and 
treatment of which have hitherto baffled science. 
This is particularly so as diphtheria. 
The ravages of this disease have of late been so 
insidious and apparently unaccountabie, that in 
many cases the doctor has been puzzled to ac- 
count for it among his ents. Some have 
been attacked with it who have never been in 
contact with the malady in others. The Sun 
man asked if it was not entirely a throat dis- 
ease; the Doctor says it certainly is, it is a local 
affection in the throat, but it is also universally 
conceded to be a blood disease, but why and how 
have never been properly determined. The 
absorption by the pores from soap which 
if in a diseased state would readi- 
ly account for the malady being really 
one of the blood, He has in some —

caused no doubt by the use 
in the manufacture. This 


only the common washing soaps are liable to 
this, but that, if anything, the highly-scented 
soaps are even worse. In none did he find so 
much putrescence as in the highly-perfumed 
French soaps which are so high-priced. None of 
those arg, entirely free from poisonous sub- 
stances, but the toilet soaps are most so. 

the use ofthe pungent scents the putridity of 
smell is deadened and can be made use of asa 
perfume combined with certain chemicals, which 
are known to the manufacturers. It depends 
very much on the constitution of the person 
whose pores absorb the poison whether it turns 
to one disease or another. The general predis- 
position to diphtheria at the present is the only 
reason why so much of the poison absorbed 
should determine itself in manner, and 
perhaps it is the most innocent of all. There 
is an endless varicty of maladies which might 
result from where the poison may settle. If in 
the lungs, if might bring about consumption; 
if in the kidneys, Bright’s disease, and so on. 

The Sun reporter, after his interview with 
the Doctor, hunted up a * soap maker, 
who denied all the points and said that soap was 
free from all such It stands to 
reason that the Doctor was right and the manu- 
facturers wrong; the very soap-fat exchanged 
for bar soap by the domestie is full of dirt and 
nastimess, and this can be followed through all 
its manipulatious to the finest cake of toilet 
soap on the dressing-case. 

Another manufacturer of soap, not knowin 
of the Sun man, was more fran 
; he was of the opinion that the 
major ion of the fat used in the manufac- 
ture of soap was in anything but a properly 
healthy condition. 

„We get this article,“ he said, from the fat- 
rendering establishments. They, of course, 
take all the carcasses of dead animals and boil 
them together. They do not stop to examine 
as to what death the animal died. As you well 
know, animals are subject to very much the 
same diseases as ourse!vcs. They impregnate 
the fat and will cause ease in the person 
using the soap, if it is not properly prepared. I 
have foundin my experience that the only pre 
aration which will counteract this putridity 
the fat is borax. The evil properties are com- 
pletely neutralized in this manner. But it is 
not one soap in one thousand which contains it. 
I have had the opinions of several doctors on 
the subject, and I have not found one who de- 
nied that could be propagated as I say 
by the use of soap. I believe that one-half the 
disease which is prevalent comes from this sole 
cause. 

It has also been found that a large propor- 
tion of the soaps now used are made from 
putrid and filthy grease obtained from tene- 
ment houses, hospitals, and publie insti- 
tutions, and w no ble process can re- 
move of their impuri and render fit for 
human use. The in 2 of Paris and 
London have already sounded the keynote of 
warning in this matter. Alarmed at the in- 
crease of disease transmitted from impure 
soaps, they have impressed on the people the 
necessity of only using soaps of tested purity. 
The annual mortality of children, which is now 
2} neon} is also attributed in large part to this 

inatie use of soap. The sensitive and 
tender skins of the little ones more readily ab- 
sorb the poison and disease transmitted by the 
soaps referred to. Wise legislation is needed 
on this matter,

Masonic purity and holi- 
ness had been set above that of Christ. 

A little mallet was used instead of the blood of 
Christ, and was expected to take its place. They 
had set aside all the atonement and benevolent 
work done at Calvary. He argued that Masonry 
was a blow against Christianity, and Masonic chari- 
ty and benevolence put in its place. He held that 

asonry was a Theiem, like that of Jews, Mo- 
hammedans, or any believer in God without a 
Christ. There was no Christianity allowed in the 
— The speaker stated that Masonry was only 
limited to healthy members, who did not need be- 
nevolence. He told nothi 
own conclusions from 
that Masons were compelled to protect 
one another in crime, and eren in 
murder. He held that Masonic chastity was | 
limited to Masonic wives, mothers, and sisters. 
drunkard could be a Mason if he could only keep 
the secrets. He wondered how ministers and 
Christians conld thus be deceived, writing Christ 
up with one hand ana down with the other. Presi- 
dent George's address was vouched for as being 
true by the Rev. Mr. C well, who said that the 
use of the name of God in the lodge was contrary 
to Masonic law, yet he had prayed through Christ 
while he was Chaplain of a lodge, and no one dis- 
tarbed him, because they knew his (the speaker's) 
character.

THE AMPHITHEATRE. 
WHO SHOULD PAY FOR IT. 

At Monday's meeting of the County Board the 
Committee on Public Buildings and Hospital re- 
ported in favor of having a clinical amphitheatre 
constructed between the pavilions now under roof 
at the new County Hospital. The cost of this lit- 
tie luxury will be, according to the estimates of 
Architect Cochrane, $48,749. So far so good. 
Architect Cochrane always estimates liberally, and 
then afterwards a great many extras are added, 
as ie evidenced by the baildings already up. There 
is no objection to the erection of an amphi- 
theatre. But who will t the benefit of it? 
It is intended for the use of Rush Medical College, 
and if she needs such an addition she ought to pay 
for the cost of it. 

A TRIBUNE reporter was among a number of sur- 
geons yesterday and made inquiry in regard to the 
matter. They all acknow! that an amphi- 
theatre at the County Hospital would be of benefit 
to the Northwest, as there ie none west of New 
York except at Cincinnati. They aleo say that, 
while an amphitheatre is desirable at the County 
Hospital, it should, tf constructed, not be for the 
benefit of the Rush College alone, which is the only 
institution that will reap any benefit from it. In 
fact, it would help the College at the cost of the 
a of Cook County.
